DETAILS OF THE DEAL. 


Terms of the Contract with the Bond 
Syndicate Made Known. 


a — 


Washingten, February 13.—Mr. Wilson, 
the chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, this afterncon reported to the house 
the joint resolution agreed upon in -cuom- 
mittee this afternoon, authorizing the issu- 


ance of a thirty-year 3 per cent interest- 
bearing gold bond. 

The following is the resolution: 

“Resolved, That the secretary of the 
treasury be and is hereby authorized to is- 
sve and dispose of, at not less than par in 
gola coin, bonds of the United States, with 
quality, privileges and exctaption of bonds 
issued under the act approved July 14, lit, 
entitled ‘An act authorizing the refunding 
vit the natura! debt,’ to an amount net 
exceeding $05,116,275, bearing interest at a 
rate not exceeding 3 per cent per annum, 
principal and interest payable in gold com 
of the present standard of weight and fine- 
ness; and bonds to be made payable not 
more than thirty years after date, 

Provided, however, that no part of the 
proceeds of the sale of such bonds nor of 
the notes redeemed with such proceeds shail 
be available for the payment of the current 
expenses of the government.” 

The resolution was adopted by a vote of 
8 to 6, those voting in the affirmative being 
Wilson of West Virginia, Turner of Geor- 
gia, Cockran of New York, Montgomery of 
Kentucky, Stevens of Massachusetts, Tars- 
ney of Missouri, democrats; Reed of Maine, 
Payne of New York, republicans. The neg- 
ative vote was cast by McMillan of Tennes- 
see, Bryan of Nebraska, Wheeler of Ala- 
bama, Whitney of Michigan, democrats; 
Hopkins of Llinois, republican, Grosvenor, 
republican, of Ohio, Who was present did 
not vote, inasmuch as he was opposed to 
the proposition, but was willing that it 
should be brought before the house. 

The report accompanying the resolution 
includes a copy of the president’s recent 
message to congress bearing upon the sub- 
ject, and also a copy of the contract made 
by the treasury department with the Huro- 
pean syndicate for the purchase of the new 
bonds. 

What the Report Says. 

Continuing, the report says: 

“The committee has had the benefit of a 
cc nference with the secretary of the treas- 
ury, Who exhibited to them the original con- 
tract entered into by himself on the uth day 
of February, and explained its details to 
them. A full and complete copy cof said 
contract is hersto added. From a reading 
Of this paper it will be seen that the ar- 
rangement of the secretury with the par- 
ties to the contract effects the purchase of 
three million five hundred thousand ounces 
of standard gold colin of the United States 
(gmounting to $65,116,275), at least one-half 
of which shall be obtained in and shipped 
trom Europe. For this gold coin he has 
contracted to issue to the = par- 
ties furnishing il, under authority 
of _the act for the resumption of 
speci¢é payments, approved. January 4, 
187%, 4 per cent thirty-year coin bonds of the 
United States,. at a .price,-whieh realizes 
them interest at the rate of 3% per cent. 

“But the secretary of the treasury has re- 
served the right, if authority is given him 
by congress, to substitute at par any bonds 
of the United States bearing 3 per cent in- 
terest, of which the principal and interest 
shal, be specifically payable in United 
States gold coin of the present weight and 
fineness, said substitution, however, to be 
made within ten days from the date of the 
contract. 

“Is is the object of tHe joint resolution 
herewith reported to give the secretary of 
the treasury authority to substitute such 
bonds to the amount of the contract. 

“The saving to be effected to the govern- 
ment, as set forth in the president’s mes- 
sage, Will be $539,159 per year, for every year 
the 3 per cent bonds run, and of the amount 
of $16,174,770 should they run thirty years. 
AS it is not believed by that committee that 
the issue of bonds specifically payable in 
gold, will impose any additional burden 
or liability upon the government than if 
they are made payable in coin, under its 
pledge and policy to preserve the parity 
of the coins in the two meals, the saving 
of this large amount becomes a matter o2 
substantial moment and advantage to the 
government. And the parties to take the 
bonds are under contract to furnish gold for 
them, it seems no hardship in the govern- 
ment to contract to pay them back in the 
same coin that they furnish to it.’’ 

The Contract with the Syndicate. 

Following is the text of the contract be- 
tween the treasury and the syndicate: 

“This agreement entered into this 8th 
day of February, 1895, between the secretary 
of the treasury of the United States, of the 
first part, and Messrs. August Belmont «& 
Co., of New York, on behauf of Messrs. N. 
M. Rothschild & Sons, of London, Eng- 
jand, and themseives, and Messrs, J. vl. 
Morgan & Co., ot New York, on behalf of 
J. S. Morgan & Co., of London, and thein- 
selves, parties of the second part, witness- 
eth: 

‘“‘Whereas, It is provided by the statutes 
of the United States (section 3700) that the 
secretary of the treasury may purchase 
coin with any of the bonds or notes of the 
United States authorized by law, at such 
rates and upon such terms as he may deem 
most advantageous to the public interest, 
and the secretary of the treasury now 
deems that an emergency exists in which 
the public interests require that, as herein- 
after provided, coin shall be purchased 
with the bonds of the United States of the 
description hereinafter mentioned, author- 
ized to be issued under the act entitled ‘an 
act to provide for the resumption of specie 
payments,’ approved January 14, 1875, being 
bonds of the United States described in an 
act of congress approved January 14, 1870, 
entitled ‘an act to authorize the refunding 
of the national debt;’ now, therefore, the 
said parties of the second part hereby 
agree to sell and deliver to the United 
States 3,500,000 ounces of standard gold coin 
of the United States, at the rate of $17.80441 
per ounce, payable in United States 4 per 
cent thirty-year coupon or registered bonds, 
said bonds to be dated February 1, 1895, and 
payable at the pleasure of the United States 
after thirty years trom date, issvfed under 
the acts of congress of July 14, 1870; January 
20, 1871, and January 16, 1875, bearing inter- 
est at the rate of 4 per cent per annum, 
pavable quarterly. 

“Eirst—Such purchase and sale of gold 
coin being made on the following condi- 
tions 1. At least one-half of all coin deliv- 
ered hereinunder shall be obtained in and 
shipped from Europe, but the shipments 
shall not be required to exceed 300,000 ounces 
per month, unless the parties of the sec- 
ond part shall consent thereto. 2. All de- 
liveries shall be made at any of the sub- 
treasuries or at any legal depository of the 

ates. 3. All gold coins de- 

shall received on 

basis of 25 8-10 grains of 

standard gold per dollar if within the 

limit of tolerance. (4.) Bonds delivered 

under this contract are to be delivered 

free of accrued interest, which is to be 

assumed and paid by the parties of the 

second part at the time of their delivery 
to them. 

‘2? Should the secretary of the treasury 
desire to offer or sell any bonds of the 
Inited States®on or before October 1, 1895, 
he shall first offer the same to the parties 
of the second part, but thereafter he shall 
be rree from every such cbligation to the 
parties of the second part. 

“2 The secretary of the treasury hereby 
reserves the right, within ten ‘Iays from 
the date hereof, ‘n ease he shall reccive 
authority from congress therefor, to sub- 
stitute any bonds of the United States 
bearing 3 per cent interest, of which the 
prircipal and interest shall be specifically

‘o. In consideration of the purchase of 
such coin, the parties of the second part, 
“nd their associates hereunder, assume 
and will bear all the expense and inevi- 
table loss of bringing gold 
hereunder; and, as far as les in their 
power, will exert all financial influence 
and will make all legitimate efforts to pro- 
tect the treasury of the United States 
against the withdrawals of gold pending 
the complete performance of this contract.

What the House Committee Will Do. 

While the house committee on rules has 
held no meeting regarding the gold bond 
resolution, it is understood that it will 
make a special order for tomorrow and 
limit the debate that a vote, in all 
probability, may be taken before adjourn- 
ment, 

The bond resolution will 
determined resistarice in the house. Some 
of the eastern republicans say it will re- 
ceive a larger republican vote than was 
cast on Thursday last for the Springer 
administraticn bill. The republicans who 
opposed that measure differ from their 
eastern brethren and insist that the bond 
bill will be no stronger on their side of 
the chamber than the administration meas- 
ure was. The administration bill was de- 
feated by a majority of twenty-seven. The 
bond bill may secure enough votes to 
overcome this majority, but many of its 
opponents incline to the contrary belief. 
The vote, in any event, it is believed, will 
Me wr: : 

They Will Not Expect Gold. 

The members of the syndicate further 
stipulate that they will not export any 
gold during the life of the syndicate. The 
terms of the sale of the bonds are abso-- 
lutely in the hands of the managers of the 
syndicate and they can enforce the terms 
of the contract through their. abtlity to 
control the foreign exsbange market, It 
would be easy for the managers to under- 
sell any firm which tried to put up foreign 
exchange rates to the gold exporting point. 

The demend for the bonds is greater 
than the amounts which the managers of 
the syndicate care to part with. In fact 
some subscribers will receive only 2 per 
cent of the amount they expected. 

The Opinion in London. 

London, February 13.—-The Times says: 
“Opinion as to the United States loan is di- 
vided. The majority of firms likely to the 
bonds of this character seem disposed to 
apply if the terms be satisfactory. An influ- 
estial minority appear to have decided they 
do not want the loan at all.”

The House Wants to Know What Car- 
lisle Stated to the Committee. 

Washington, lebruary 13.—The house was 
principally today in considering 
business relating to the District of Colum- 
bia; but room was found in that discussion 
for the introduction of a _ resolution by 
Mr. Van Voorhis, republican, of New 
York, bearing on government financial mat- 
ters, the main tenor of which was to re- 
quest a report from the committee on ways 
and means of the testimony, evidence and 
statements made by Secretary Carlisle be- 
fore that committee yesterday regarding 
the recent bond contract. The New Jork 
representative was very anxious for this 
information, and Mr. Wilson, the chair- 
man of the committee, assured Mr. Van 
Voorhis that he had a copy of the contract 
in his pocket, and would at ‘he proper 
time present it. This was done later in 
the shape of a report from the ways and 
means committee on. the president's mwes- 
sage, relating to the $62,900,900 bend con- 
tract, and which report contained a copy 
of the contract. It was s.on evident trat 
there was a disposition to know what the 
minority of the committee thought of the 
matter, and the house adopted a motion 
which will allow tiem to present their 
views on the subject tomorrow. ‘lhe re- 
port was ordered printed and referred to 
the calendar. 

The house, at 5:10 v9 eloek, cajeutned until 
tomorrow at 11 o'clock a. m. 

Depositing Gold. 

New York. February 13.--fhe members 
of the bond syndicate began to deposit 
gold at the subtreasury this afternoon, 
instead of at the assay office. The methods 
of keeping two accounts, one at the sub- 
treasury and another at the assay office, 
were confusing. and, on instructions from 
Washington, the subtreasury took the de- 
posits this afternoon, and also weighed the 
gold. Before this transfer of accounts, 
$825,000 was received at the assay office 
and $2,800,000 additional deposited at the 
subtreasury, making a total of $8,015,000 
gold coin deposited in nineteen lots since 
Monday morning. The authorities also de- 
clined to give the names of the depositors 
today, it is said, wm wequest of the mana- 
gers of the syndicate. Of the amounts de- 
posited today, however, it is known that 
marvey Fisk & Sons, Biair & Co. and 
Kuhn Loeb & Co. were each credited with 
$300,000. The bond syndicaté was com- 
pleted today and allotments made. The 
managers declined to give a iist of the 
members for “business reasons.”’ Each 
member agrees to secure his gold in the 
open market, and pledges his good faith 
that the gold shall not be withdrawn di- 
rectly or indirectly from the subtreasury.

GENERAL BETHUNE DEAD. 


He Was the Manager and Former 
Owner of Blind Tom. 
Washington, February 13.—General James 
Neil Bethume, a distinguished Georgian, who 
was the owner and for many years the 
manager of “Blind Tom,’’ the famous ne- 
gro pianist, died at his son’s residence here 


today, aged nineteen years. He was grad- ! 


uated from the university of Georgia in 1627, 
served as solicitor general of his county, 
edited The Times and Sentinel and The 
Enquirér at Columbus, Ga., and served as a 
colonel in the Creek war of 1832. In recent 
years his home has been near Warrenton, 
Va., and he has been visiting his son during 
the past few months. In 1855 he lost a leg 
by a fall from a horse. General Bethune 
leaves six children, among whom are Judge 
J. D. Bethune, of Arizona, and Mrs. N. 
T. N. Robinson, wife of the assistant solic- 
itor of the treasury. The remains will be 
taken tomorrow to Columbus, Ga., for in- 
terment beside those of his wife.

New York, February 13.—Mayor Strong, 
acting under the power of the removal 
bill which was passed by the legislature 
at Alabany last week, made his first im- 
portant appvintments today. They are as 
follows: 

Counsel to Corporation—Francis M. Scott, 
to succeed W. H. Clark; salary $12,000 a 
year. 

Commissioner of Public 
srookfield, tg succeed Michael LE. 
removed; salary $8,000 a year. 

Deputy Commissioner of Public Works— 
General C. H. T. Collis, to succeed Maurice 
IF. Holahan; salary $6,000 a year. 

Members of the Supervisory Board of 
the New York City Civil Service Board— 
Everitt P. Wheeler, Edwin Lawrence God- 
kin, Charles W. Watson and E. Randolph 
Robinson. No salary. 

Secretary and Executive Officer of the 
City Civil Service Board—Lee Phillips, re- 
appointed; salary $5,000 a year. 

The appointments caused something of a 
sensation in political circles. William 
Brookfield and Genera! Collis, two of the 
appointees, led the recent fight against 
Thomas C..Platt, and none of_the other 
men selected by Mr. Strong belong to the 
Platt wing of the republican party.

francis M. Seott, the new corporation 
counsel, was born in this city. He was 
one of the founders’ of the Young Men's 
Democratic Club, and took an active part 
in the fight against the Tweed ring, and 
was one of the band of young men who 
followed the lead of Governor Tilden, Mr. 
Scott has pursued the practice of law, 
and never held any public office until 1886, 
when he was appointed assistant counsel 
to the corporation by Henry i. Lacome, 
now United States circuit court judge. 
Mr. Scott remained in this position durin 
the whole ot Judge Lacome’s term, an 
under his successors, Judges Morgan J. 
O’Brien and Henry R. Beekman. In_ 1888, 
when the tegislature provided for a re- 
organization of the aqueducy board, Mayor 
Hewitt appointed Mr. Scott one of the 
four commissioners provided for.<.by the 
act. He has remained in that position 
until the present time. He was a candi- 
date for mayor in 1890, on the. anti-Tam- 
many ticket, but was deieated by Hugh J. 
Grant. He was prominent in the antt- 
snapper campaign of 1892, being a delegate 
both to Syracuse and Chicagu. 

He took part in the late municipal cam- 
paign in the support of Mayor Strong, and 
the committee of seventy-eight. 

William HKrookfield, the new commission- 
er of public works, has been a prominent 
figure in local and state politics for seven 
or eight years. He was chairman of the 
republican state committee for four years. 

General C. H. T. Collis is the republican 
leader in the twenty-fourth assembly dis- 
trict. He is oif@ of the most persistent op- 
ponents of Mr, Platt. He is prominent in 
Grand Army circles, and is connected with 
a prominent insurance company. 

Two Anti-Snappers. 

Mr. Everett P. Wheeler is well-known 
civil service reformer. He was the first 
president of the reform club, and was 
prominent in the work of the committee 
of seventy. He ran for governor as an 
independent democrat last fall, and receiv- 
ed .27,202 votes. He is a member of the 
law firm of Wheeler & Cortis. 

Mr. E. L. Godkin Ts the editor of The 
Evening Post, and is neither democratic 
nor republican. 

Mr. Charles W. Watson is a retired mer- 
chant, a Union League republican and an 
old friend of Mayor Strong. 

Mr. E. Randolph Robinson 1s a lawyer. 
he is an independent republican. 

Messrs, Wheeler, Godkin and Robinson 
composed the original civil service board 
appointed by Mayor Edson, in 1883. 

Mr. Brookfield took the oath of office at 
noon, and assumed charge of the depart- 
ment of public works this afternoon, He 
filed bonds in the sum of 30,000. His 
sureties are Cornelius N. Bliss and General 
Samuel Thomas. Mr. Brookfield appointed 
General Collis deputy commissioner of 
public works. 

He has 1,438 places at his disposal. The 
total aggregate of salaries and wages in 
this department is $1,500,000 per ‘year. 

Mr. Scott will aiso have considerable 


valuable patronage. He took charge of the 
corporation counsel's office this afternoon. 


TURNEY’S DENIAL. 


He Charges That the Republicans 
Systematically Disregarded Law. 
Nashville, Tenn., February 13.—(Special.) 

Governor Turney’s attorneys today filed 
his defense to the cross petition of Mr. 
Evans. After affirming the truth of all 
contained in his original petition, he 
charges that Evans has not made such 
denial as puts at issue allegations in the 
original petition, and that it must neces- 
sarily be taken as true under the law; 
that poll tax receipts were not required in 
twenty-six specified counties. It is charged 
that Evans simply claims that the poll 
tax law is unconstitutional, and that when 
judges allowed a man to vote, his vote 
cannot be changed.

WRECKED BY EXPLODING GAS. 


One Death and Three Persons Seri- 
ously Injured. 

Meadville, Pa., February 13.—A gas ex- 
plosion followed by fire completely wrecked 
the residence of G. H. Cutter, the lumber 
office building of Cutter & Bro. and caused 
the death of George Cutter and serious 
injuries to his wife, son and housemaid. 
There had been for some time a leak in 
the fuel gas supply pipe t!n the street and 
this morning at 8 o’clock @eorge H. Cut- 
ter, Willard Cutter, Charles Cutter, son 
of George, and A. W. M. Mc®®ntock 
were in front examining the leak. A loco. 
motive and caboose passed and the gas ig- 
nited from the engine’s firebox. Two 
deafening explosions followed, completely 
wrecking the two-story residence, which 
fell as if it were a heap of rubbish and 
kindling wood. The warehouse and office 
ruins took fire instantly. The flow of gas 
added to the fire and in less than five 
minutes nearly the entire mass was ina 
blaze. Mrs. Cutter and the servant girl, 
who were in the ‘house, were badly burnea 
and injured, but will probably Ifve. The 
boy, Charles, was caught in the wreck by 
a huge timber which rested on his leg. It 
was thought that his leg would have to 
be cut off, but a persistent effort was 
made to fight the flames away from him 
and by theroic work the firemen were 
given time enough to Secure powerful jack 
screws and he was liberated. It was neces- 
sary to cover him with clothing to protect 
him from the heat of the fire, which was 
but a few feet away. All three victims 
were taken to Spencer hospital. William 
Cutter was badly burned by the explosion 
and was thrown clear across the street. 
Charles was also injured, but not seriously. 
George Cutter, who died shortly after the 
explosion, was badly mangled. He was 
taken to a neighbor’s house and died in a 
few minutes. 


SWEPT THE DECKS. 


A Tramp Steamer Forced to Put Into 
Port for Repairs. 

New York, February’ 13.—The British 
tramp steamer Matthe@ Bedlington, Cap- 
tain Baxter, arrived here this afternoon, 
having pit into port for repairs. The Bed- 
lington left Norfolk February 6th, where 
a cargo of flour and corn was taken on 
board bound for Gtasgow. On Friday, 
February 6th, when 330 miles east of Sandy 
Hook, a severe gale of wind was en- 
countered, which increased in violence and 
was accompanied by high tumultuous seas, 
Great quantities of water came over the 
side, smashing steam pipes and sweeping 
away the boats. The after wheel was 
smashed, the rails broken and everything 
movable washed from the decks. 


Famine in Hungary.

THE CZAR WARNED. 


His Subjects Are Greatly Dissatisfied 
at His Manner. 


HEY RESENT HIS ABRUPT REBOFF 


He Is Told That He Has Lost His 
Popularity. 


“ERE LONG WE WILL PROCEED” THEY SAY 


Russia Is Tired of Absolutism in the Im- 
perial Cbair—A Manifesto Being Cir- 
lated Throughout the Country, 


Lindon, February 13.—The Daily_ Chron- 
icle tomorrow will print a column-long 
manifesto issued by the people’s rights 
party in Russia, and now circulating 
throughout the empire. The manifesto is 
in the form of a letter to the czar, and-is 
remarkable for plain and forcible language. 
After censuring him for his recent asser- 
tion of his absolutism, the letter Says: 

“The most advanced Zemstovs asked only 
for the harmony of czar and people, free 
sneech and the supremacy of law over 
the arbitrariness of the executive. You 
were deceived and frightened by the repre- 
sensations of the courtiers and bureau- 
crats. Society will understand perfectly 
that it was the bureaucracy which jeal- 
ously guards its own omnipotence that 
spoke through you. The bureaucracy, De- 
ginning with the’ council of ministers and 
ending with the lower country constables, 
hates any development, social or individ- 
ual, and prevents the monarch’s free in- 
tercourse with representatives of his peo- 
ple, except as they come in gala dress, 
presenting congratulations and offerings. 

“Your speech proved that any attempt 
to speak out before the throne, even in 
the most loyal form, about the crying 
needs of the country meets unly a rough 
and abrupt rebuff. Society expected from 
you encouragement and heip, but heard 
only a reminder of your omnipotence, giv- 
ing the impression of utter estrangement 
ol ezar from people. You yourself have 
killed your own popularity, and have alien- 
ated all that part of society which is 
peacefully struggling forward. Some in- 
dividuals are jubilant over your speech, 
but you will soon discover their impotence. 
ln another seciion of society your speech 
caused a feeling of injury and depression 
which. however, the vest social forces soon 
will overcome, before proceeding to the 
peaceful but obstinate and deliderate strug- 
gle necessary to liberty. In another sec- 
tion your words will #timulsfe the readi- 
ness tocontinue the struggle MSgainst the 
present hateful state of things with any 
means. You were the first to begin the 
struggle. “Ere lonz, we will proceed.” 


WEI-HAI-WEI SURRENDER.

The Chinese Give Up Everything, 
Provided Their Lives Are Spared. 
London, February 12.—A Gispatch from 

Tokio to The News says: A report has 
been received at the naval department 
from Wei-Hai-Wei, under date of February 
12th, that the Chinese gunboats in that 
harbor, under the protection of-a flag of 
truce, conveyed to the Japanese fleet a 
proposal by Admirai Ting to surrender all 
of the Chinese ships, arms, forts, etc., 
provided the lives of crews, soldiers and 
foreigners were guaranteed. Under these 
conditions, the terms of a formal surren- 
der are being arranged. The Chinese de- 
fense of the position at Wei-Hai-Wei, the 
report adds, has been a gallant one 
throughout. 

General Ovama reports that, in fighting 
since January 29th, the Japanese have lost 
eighty-three killed and 219 wounded, and 
the Chinese, 700 in killed alone. The num- 
ber of their wounded is not stated, 

Another Report. 

London, February 13.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Shanghai says advices from 
Tien Tsin assert that the Chinese warships 
Chen-Yuen, Ching-Yuen and Kwang-Ting, 
reported sunk, ‘are stili afloat. Their 
safety is ascribed to the torpedo netting 
of Chen-Yuen and the execution of the 
quick firing guns of the other ships men- 
tioned. According to these advices, the 
forts on Liu-Kung-Tao island at Wei-Hai- 
Wei are still in possession of the Chinese. 

A dispatch to the Central News, from 
Peking, says: Commissioner Destring and 
Colonel Von Hannekin have arrived there, 
having been summoned to the capital to at- 
tend a conference on the situation. 

Japan's Demands for Peace. 

Berlin, February 13.—The Cologne Gazette 
learns from Japanese sources that the 
overtures for peace will not Be regarded by 
Japan until Peking snall have been cap- 
tured. Then Japan will demand the pos- 
session of Corea, Liang-fung peninsula 
and Port Arthur, together with pecuniary 
indemnity. Japan’s only fear is that Eng- 
land and Russia may forestall ‘this pro- 
gramme by bringing about peace in their 
own way. 

English and American Prisoners. 

London, February 14.—The Times corre- 
spondent in Kolbentz sends this dispatch: 
“The Chinese prisoners at Wei-Hai-Wei say 
that there are seven foreigners on the island 
of Liu-Kulg-Tung, five of them English- 
men, the sixth an American, who was ar- 
rested aboard the steamship Syndey, and 
the seventh a German. There are provi- 
sions enough for five months. Coal is plen- 
tiful, but ammunition is deficient.” 

The Times has this dispatch from Kong 
Kong: “The Chinese at Fuo Chow are pre- 
paring to resist the expected attack. The offi- 
cers of the British ship Spartan confirm the 
report that three Chinese warships at Wei- 
Hia-Wei were sunk and all the torpedo 
boats were captured or sunk. Eight of the 
latter rallied to make an attack. The 
Japanese ran alongside the flagship and 
they all surrendered.”’ ‘ 

The Shanghai correspondent of The Times 
telegraphs under today’s date that orders 
have been issued at Peking to mobilize the 
large forces of Tsing Chow to relieve Wei- 
Hai-Wel.

DEATH IN THE FLAMES. 


Eleven Firemen Buried Under the 
Falling Walls. 

Lynn, Mass., February 13.—At 8 o’clock 
tonight a fire was discovered in the base- 
ment of the hardware store of William 
Henry Hutchinson, on Monroe street. Two 
alarms were sounded. The firemen found 
a brisk fire burning and clouds of smoke 
were pouring out of all the lower win- 
dows. The building, a wooden structure, 
was four stories high. 

After fighting the fire for three quarters 
of an hour the flames suddenly appeared 
through the roof, and almost immediately 
the biulding collapsed like an egg shell. 
The front wall on Monroe street fell into 
the street and a side wall fell into an 
alleyway toward an adjoining building. A 
dozen firemen were buried in the debris in 
the alleyway. The

buried, and all the available streams of 
water were brought to bear on this point. 

A few minutes later three bodies were 
pulled out, placed in the police ambulance, 
and taken to the hospital. Then a hose 
wagon backed up and another fireman was 
placed inside and taken to the hospital. 
The work of rescuing went on rapidly, and 
in half an hour or more eleven firemen had 
been taken out. Three of them were dead 
or died in a few minutes after being taken 
out.

Presented Herewith. 


In order to show the practical results of 
the schedules now presented, and the reas- 
onableness of your compensation thereun- 
der, considering the universal depression in 
the south and in all o.uier sections of the 
country, the following statement has been 
compiled, giving the average earnings per 
day and per month and average mileage 
and working hours in each class of train 
service. 

These have been made up from the actual 
time consumed on those district runs on 
which mileage rates are paid, as shown 
by the train sheets for each day for the 
four months from September ist to Decem- 
ber 3i, 18M, and by applying the proposed 
schedule rates of wages. 

The general average of these rates for 
each class of service under the new sched- 
ule is in excess of the average rates you 
are now receiving, and in some instances 
the old rates have been restored where 
either existing inequalities or relative reas- 
onableness of compensation so demanded.

FE yy suocesatul reorganization of the sev- 
properties composing the system, 
and the eStablishment of a new 
company upon a solvent basis does not in- 
dicate any increased power to pay wages 
Or other items of operating expenses. These 
must be paid from earnings, and as alreadv 
Shown, the é6arnings have not improved, 
except for a short period, and then only as 
compared with the worst year in the history 
of the roads. They have not increased at 
all—in fact, have decreased—as compared 
with the year immediately preceding the 
reductions in wages, while in 1891, the year 
in which the old rates of pay were estab- 
lished, the gross earnings were more than 
20 per cent greater than in 189. The reor- 
ganization has resulted in solvency only, 
not wealth to the new company. Its pros- 
perity has still to be worked out, and it is 
as much to the interest of the employes as 
of the owners that it: should be worked out 
successfully. That this will be done seems 
reasonably assured, but prudence and econ- 
omy are necessary factors in the accom- 
plishment of such a result. 

The resources provided for the new com- 
pany through reorganization are for perma- 
nent improvements only, such as hetter 
road bed, appliances for greater safety and 
speed, and more and better equipment. 
These, it is hoped. wil! result in increased 
business and in increased benefits for those 
engaged in train service 

Excepti in respect to the effects of these 
improvements when made, the company 
must earn itis revenues practieally under 
the same conditions as before reorraniza- 
tion, and upon its ability to earn depends 
its ability to pay. 

As the old schedules required a notice of 
at least sixty days prior to the :-makinge of 
any change in rates or rules by either par- 
ty, and as the company desires, in iustice 
to you, to comply with the terms of those 
agreements, althou&h they were made by 
companies no. longer in possession of the 
goads, and as it is desirable that 
changes, however slight, should be made 
at the beginning of a month, the schedules 
now presented will take effect on May ist 
next, unless, after consideration, you agree 
upon an earlier date therefor.

Only a Few More Days Remain Bofore 
the Legislature Adjourns ~- Business 
Is Being Rushed Through.

They were made s;<cial 
orders for tomorrow immediately after the 
convict bill is disposed of. The senate did 
little more than pass local Frills teuday.

President Clements Appeals to Ala- 
bama Planters to Plant Less Cotton.

ALL ARRANGEMENTS COMPLETED. 


Mr. Vilas Announces the Presldent’a 
Scheme to the Senate. 

Washington, February 13.—During the 
morning hours proceedings in the senate 
and when the vice president cailed for 
“bills and joint resolutions,” Mr. Vilas 
rose and introduced a bill, entitled, ‘’To 
save the people of the United States $16,- 
170,770,"" and he asked that it we read in 
full and lay on the table for the present. 
The bill recites that the president of the 
United States has advised congress in his 
communication of February 8th, that he 
had completed an arrangement with par- 
ties able to fulfill their undertaking for 
the purchase of $65,000,000 in gold coin: in 
return for 4 per cent 30-year bonds, ‘“‘pay. 
able in coin,’’ but that he had reserved 
the privilege of substituting 3 per cent 
“gold bonds” for them at au annual sav- 
ing in interest of $539,159 and, for the whole 
thirty years, of $16,170,770. It, therefore, 
authorizes the issue of 3 per cent bonds 
not exceeding in the aggregate of $5,000,- 
000, running for thirty years, principal and 
interest payable in gold cwin. 

At a subsequent part of the proceedings 
Mr. Hill expressed the opinion that in- 
stead of being laid on the table it should 
be placed on the calendar, from which it 
could be taken by motion and brought be- 
fore the senate, directly, for action, with- 
out reference toany committee. Acqules- 
cence in this view was expressed by Vilas, 
but @ positive objection to that ccurse 
was interposed by Mr. Teller, ‘The rules 
were appealed to and it turned out that 
un“er one of them an objection to the re. 
quest that a bill lie on the table caused 
its referénce to the calendar. Such ob. 
jection was promptly made by Mr. Lodge, 
and, thereffore, the vice president an- 
nounced that the bill had gone to the 
calendar. 

Mr. Sherman Introduced a substitute for 
the bill reported yesterday from the 
finance cummittee for the free coinage of 
silver and at his request it was read in 
full and laid on the table. 

The first section provides that, to provide 
for and maintain the redemption of United 
States notes according to the provisions 
of the act of January i4, 18/3, the secre- 
tary of the treasury may issue, sell and 
dispose of, at not less than par, in gold 
coin, either of the description of bonds 
authorized in that act bearing not to ex- 
ceed 3 per cent interest, payable semi- 
annually, and redeemable at the pleasure 
of the United States in gold coin after five 
years from date. 

The second section autnorizzes the issue 
of 3 per cent “certificates of indebtedness,” 
payable in lawful money, to provide for a 
temporary deficiency in the revenue. 

The senate spent most of the day in fur- 
ther discussion. of the amendment to 
the postoffice appropriation bill, looking 
to the reduction of the rates now paid to 
railroad companies for the .ransportation 
of the mails of the United States, A mod. 
ification pending to the amendment re- 
ported from the committee On appropria- 
tions requires a reduction of at least 10 
per cent and another proposition is pend- 
ing, offered by Mr. Vilas, looking to.the 
purchase, ownership and management of 
the railway postal cars by the govern- 
ment. In view of Mr. Vilas’s experience 
as postmaster general in Mr. Cleveland’s 
first administration, his statements and 
arguments were of much interest and im- 
portance, The question, however, went 
over without any action except an 
a@greement that a vote will be taken on 
it at 3 o'clock tomorrow afternoon.

Review of a Murder Case with a 
“Brown Allen” in It. 

Monroe, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)-- 
The Whitehead case, with which our little 
neighbor, Oconee, is afflicted, has become a 
celebrated case. And with every succeea- 
ing trial of it the sensational incidents 
springing out of it are multiplied. In the 
late trial of it, wherein the jury failed to 
agree, as already noted, the defendant won 
a seeming advantage; since in the two 
former trials the twelve men agreed tha? 
he was guilty, whereas the late panel 
of his peers were divided in opinion, and 
were unable to reach a verdict. In a re- 
View of the case The Walton News says: 

“After his second conviction Jesse White- 
head seemed at his row’s end. A term of 
eight years in the penitentiary seemed in- 
evitable. But his counsel prepared an ex- 
traordinary motion for.a new trial—a mo- 
tion in which alleged newly-discovere: 
testimony was set forth. Two negroes, 
whose reliability was deposed to by 
reputable citizens, made affidavit to having 
seen a negro who had once been in Ware's 
employ come away from the vicinity of 
the ambuscade with a gun in his hand the 
afternoon on which the crime was commit- 
ted; that they heard the report of a gun, 
and that at once this negro ran toward 
them half-bent as if skulking away; that 
he said he had just shot E. G. Ware, beg- 
ged them to be mum, and offered to Sell 
them the gun. Two white men claimed to 
have learned these facts from these two 
negroes soon after the attempted assassi- 
nation of Ware, and the story bore upon 
its face a semblance of probability, at 
least. It had the desired effect and secured 
the new trial. 

“The name of this African Brown Allen, 
at whose door the dastardly crime was laid 
by Whitehead and _ his coadjutors, Was 
Elbert Permenter. The bringing of the 
Supposed assassin to the bar to confront 
his perjured accusers was an incident be- 
fitting the old English trials, where mys- 
teries were unraveled and sensations 
sprung at every turn in the proceedings. 

“The two witnesses swore that Permen- 
ter had once worked with Mr. Ware, ana 
one of them was enticed by the prosecu- 
tion into a detailed description of the sup- 
posed absent criminal. When the defense 
closed, having apparently shifted the crime 
from Whitehead to the shoulders of an 
ignorant negro, the state had in reserve a 
surprising rebuttal. Sheriff Overby was 
instructed by ex-Solicitor Brown to call 
Efbert Permenter. In answer there stepped 
forth directly a colored witness whom all 
recognized at once from the accurate de- 
scription given by the witness for — de- 
fendant. Permenter had been foun a 
Edgefield, S. C. He had come gladly the 
200 miles to refute the odium the two vil- 
lains of his race endeavored to heap upon 
him. He clearly accounted for himself on 
the day the crime was committed and weve 
the names of the men for whom he was at 
work in South Carolina at the time.

locking to a consolidation. The Macon and 
Dublin is now endeavoring to secure term- 
inal property here and a right of way al- 
ready granted, but not in use just outside 
the city.

Captain Fleming Paralyzed. 

Captain R. G. Fleming, superintendent of 
the Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road, was stricken with paralysis last 
night at his home on Liberty street. The 
attack was sudden and unexpected and was 
so severe that fears are entertained that he 
will not recover. Captain Fleming had been 
up to the DeSoto hotel early in the even- 
ing in consultation with an official of the 
Plant system and about 9 o’clock went home 
to retire. Justi as he was about to undress 
he fell over on his bed unconscious. The 
household was at once aroused and every- 
thing that could be done for the sufferer 
was done. Messengers were sent for phy- 
sicians, who found that Captain Fleming 
was suffering from a severe stroke of pa- 
ralysis that affected his entire right side 
from his neck to his hips. Little could be 
done to relieve his sufferings. The physi- 
cians did not succeed in restoring him to 
consciousness and said it would be at least 
twenty-four hours before they could tell the 
extent of the stroke and what the result of 
it will be. There are grave fears that Cap- 
tain Fleming cannot survive the shock. 
Captain Fleming is a well-known railroad 
man and has for fifteen years been in the 
service of the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern railroad as superintendent. His death 
would be a sad blow to the entire communi- 
ty and an irreparable loss to the road. 

An unknown negro boy was found this 
morning frozen stiff, hanging to a gait 
about five miles from the city. He was 
taken into a house where, when rubbed, he 
partially revived, but the skin and flesh 
began to peel off and he will die. His pa- 
rents have not been found.

AT SBA ABOUT BONDS 


Macon’s Citizens Desire to Know What Is 
to Be Done, 


AFRAID TO VOTE IN THE DARK 


They Ask Council to Tell Them What Is 
to Be Done with the Money if 
It Is Obtained. 


Macon, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)—The 
leading question with Maconites now is, 
shall they vote for the issuance og $130,- 
000 of bonds for various public improve- 
ments, principally curbing and street pav- 
ing. Macon desires above all things else, 
paved streets, but how to obtain them is a 
most vital matter. As already stated in 
The Constitution, the city council passed 
an ordinance last night providing for the 
issuance of bonds, and submitting the mat- 
ter to a vote of the people on April llth 
next. It is now proposed that $100,000 of 
the issue shall be devoted to paving. But 
this is too indefinite. The people wish to 
know what streets are to be paved, and 
many of them do not wish to vote: for 
bonds for any purpose but paving. They 
are not inclined to vote bonds just now for 
swamp drainage, improvement of the city 
parks, and reduction of the public debt, 
etc. They declare that money matters; are 
too tight at the present time for street 
expenditures, The people will not vote for 
the bonds if they are allotted to some half 
dozen different purposes. They are against 
loading the horse down with so many sad- 
dies. They favor voting direct for bonds 
for street purposes only. As yet the whole 
matter is in an intangible and uncertain 
State. It seems to be up in the air. 

It is suggested that the city should have 
Fourth street from Plum to Mulberry; 
Third street, from Poplar to Mulberry; 
Second, from Poplar to Mulberry; First, 
from Poplar to Cotton avenue, and Cotton 
avenue to Mulberry. Then pave Poplar 
from Fourth to Cotton avenue; Cherry, 
from Fourth to Cotton avenue, and Mul- 
berry from Fourth to the intersection of 
Second street. and Cotton avenue. This 
area embraces about twenty blocks which 
could be paved with belgian blocks at a 
cost of from $85,000 to $100,000. 

The mayor and council should name a 
certain area or section of the city to be 
paved. The city engineer should be directed 
to make the necessary survey and furnish 
the proper grade lines, which he already 
has in his office from the sewer plans. Let 
council order that bids be advertised for 
doing the paving. When the lowest and 
best bid is accepted then the mayor and 
council can announce to the citizens of 
Macon that a certain territory is to be 
paved and the cost will be so much, stat- 
ing in exact numbers the amount. The 
question of issuing bonds for this specific 
work and at a specified cost, will be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people, and they 
will then know exactly what they are 
called on to do, and will vote accordingly, 
and will, no doubt, cast their ballots for 
the bonds. Let the work of paving once 
begin and it will gradually extend until the 
Central City has been paved. Paved 
Streets mean increased prosperity, and all 
other needed public improvements would 
necessarily and naturally follow. ' 

A Land Purchase. 

It is said that Missler & Krimmett, the 
New York bankers, have recently pur- 
chased 20,000 acres of valuable land near 
Normandale, which they will cut into 
tracts ranging from forty to 200 acres, and 
will sell the same, or rent, on reasonable 
terms to German immigrant farmers. Nor- 
mandale and the surrounding section will 
be converted into a regular German vil- 
lage. Vegetables, tobacco, etc., will be 
grown on an extensive scale, and the truck 
will be sent to horthern markets. The en- 
terprise of Missler & Krimmett is mapped 
out on an extensive scale. The above ir a 
mere outline of the project. Normandale 
is situated on the Southern railway, a 
short distance below Macon. 

Southwestern’s Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Southwestern railroad will be held 
tomorrow at the office of the company in 
this city. While the ostensible purpose of 
the meeting is the election of a president 
and seven directors, some other important 
business will, no doubt, be transacted. 
There will be a_ discussion of the 
future of the road and it may be agreed 
for the Southwestern to cut loose from the 
control of the Central and raise enough 
money to buy the Central, and form a 
reorganization plan of its own, with the 
Southwestern as a basis. The question of 
paying a Tee or commission to President 
R. T. Wilson, of the Southwestern, for 
furnishing the supersedeas bond so the 
Southwestern could appeal from the decis. 
ion of Justice Jackson to the supreme 
court of the United States, may also be 
discussed. The salary for Mr, Wilson, 
as president of the road, may also be fixed.

A FIREBUG jARRESTED 


Susposed to Be One of the Savannah 
Cotton Burners.

PHOSPHORUS PUT IN BALES OF COTTON 


That! Were to Be Loaded on the Steamship 
Floridian—A Ship Burning Gang 
in New Orleans. 


New Orleans, February 13.—Peter Oaks, 
alias Otes, who was arrested last evening 
on the levee at Southport and is charged 
of having, with the assistance of two or 
more conspirators or confederates, un- 
known, cut open the ends of two bales of 
cotton, ready to be stored on the steam- 
Ship Floridian, and secreting therein a 
quantity of combustible material for the 
purpose of blowing up the vessel wr de- 
Stroying same by fire, was arraigned be- 
fore Commissioner Wright this morning 
and entered a plea of not guilty to the 
charges preferred. 

The act for which Oaks is held to ans 
SWer is in violation of section 5364 of the 
revised statutes of the United States. The 
prisoner was in consequence placed under 
appearance bond in sum of $5,000. When 
the judge pronounced the size of the bond 
that would be required the accused stated 
that it was unnecessary to make the bong 
so ‘heavy, as he was a‘stranger in town 
and a bond of $100 would serve as well, 
Commissioner Wright replied that it was 
not his ‘business to know what amoun} 
of bond the person was able to supply; 
therefore, the bond would remain as first 
fixed. 

Oakes has the appearance of a hard- 
looking customer with a face on him that 
probably will not prove of great benefit in 
his behalf when he is called to look a jury 
in the face. He evidently is a man beyond 
the meridian of life and says he has not 
been in the city more than two months 
and came here from Savannah, Ga. He 
claims that he is not a member of any of 
the various labor organizations, but @d. 
mits that he knows something about load- 
ing cotton on board of ships. 

The sticks taken from the two bales of 
cotton, wrapped up in wet cloth and which 
were first generally thought to be dyna- 
mite, proved today almost beyond any 
question of doubt to have been composed 
of phosphorous, and it was therefore prob- 
ably the intention of the perpetrator not 
to blow up the ship or injure any of the 
workmen employed in loading the ship, but 
evidently to destroy the cotton in_the ves-. 
sel by fire. The combustible material was 
carefully laid upon the back of one of the 
large record books in the marshal’s office 
last night with a glass covering it, so that 
no one would become endangered by in. 
terference with it. This morning it was 
found that the stuff concealed in the wrapa 
had caught fire during the night and there 
was nothing left but the charred remains. 
For some time past sftéamship. burning 
has been a frequent occurrence at Savan- 
nah, Ga., and the various steamship com- 
panies doing business at that port have 
expended large sums in attempting to fer- 
riting out the guilty parties, but it seems 
that fhe conspiracy was so thoroughly or- 
ganized that until now it has proven im- 
poss@t0 to ever apprehend any of the 
burners. Detect?ves from Savannah, it is 
said, have only recently visited New Or- 
leans on such an errand, but, as usual, 
could not locate or effect a capture. 

It tS fherefore the general supposition 
that the man who is now under arrest 
here and who goes by the name of Oaks 
and states he came from Savannah, Ga., 
belongs to fhe conspiracy which has so 
long made that port quite risky for vessels 
to reeeive cargoes from. 

However, the proof at present does not 
sustain such a theory. The fact that 
there have been a number of fires on ship- 
board here and that in géfieral vessels, 
after leaving héBe, have been discovered on 
fire, taken in connection with today’s dis- 
covery, would seem to bear out the theory 
that a ship burning gang has been at work.

Conservatism Should Prevail. 

We publish in full the present status 
of the existing relations between the 
different labor. organizations and the 
managers of the Southern railway. 

It is not the purpose of The Constitu- 
tion to take sides in any controversy 
that may arise on this issue, but to print 
the news fully and comment impartially 
when comment is called for. 

It is reasonable that the members of 
these different organizations should 
Seek to have their wages restored, when 
they were reduced with the promise 
that they should be. Since the reduc- 
tion and before their wages were 
stored the roads comprising the South- 
ern railway system have passed into 
other Lands, and this is the explanation 
of the pending correspondence. 

We must commend the sensible course 
pursued by Mr. Spencer and Mr. Bald- 
Win in giving to their employes a full 
and complete statement of the affairs of 
the company, without cutting them off 
With a curt answer that nothing can 
be done. Sensible men always listen 
to reason, and when reason has full 
Sway no danger can follow to either 
capital or labor. 

We take it for granted from the high 
character of Mr. Spencer aud Mr. Bald- 
Win that the figures they present are 
carefully prepared, and that they be- 
lieve them to be correct. The plain 
duty of the emploves is to carefully in- 
vestigate the facts presented and if 
they tind them to be correct then to 
postpoue any present demand for an 
advance until a more favorable time. 
The array of facts showing such a 
falling off in business on the lines com- 
posing the Southern system is simply 
appalling and speaks in eloquent terms 
of the unhappy condition of our coun- 
try. When we consider that every le- 
gitimate enterprise in tbe land is af.- 
fected in the same way, We are not sur- 
prised that complaint is so general and 
results so unsatisfactory. 

The Constitution has been outspoken 
about this condition and the causes that 
lead to it. Here is a part of the facts 
that bear out our assertions in emphatic 
terms. 

We commend the situation to the con- 
servative men interested, with the sim- 
ple injunction that they act with pa- 
tience and good judgment, and not kick 
out of the frying pan into the fire. 
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Let the Battle Begin. 

Mr. John Sherman stepped out yes- 
terday, promptly and eagerly, as the 
leader of Mr. Cleveland’s gold bond 
forces in the senate, by offering as a 
substitute for the unlimited silver coin- 
age bill now on the senate calendar a 
bill to authorize the issue of 3 per cent 
five-year gold bonds. Mr. Vilas, who 
always has his mind made up for him 
by Mr. Cleveland, offered a gold bond 
proposition in line with the president’s 
suggestions, with the attractive tide of 
a “bill to save the people of the United 
States $16,170,770," which went to the 
calendar. We have, therefore, in the 
senate, ready to be taken up at any 
time on motion, the unlimited silver 
coinage bill of Jones, of Arkansas, re- 
ported favorably from. the finance com- 
mittee over the vote of every republican 
and supported by every democrat but 
one, the Sherman substitute providing 
for gold bonds, and the Vilas bill also 
for gold bonds—thus the senate. 

The ways and means committee of 
the house voted yesterday to report 
favorably a bill to issue 3 per cent gold 
bonds not longer than thirty years for 
$65,000,000. The members of the com- 
mittee divided just as they did at the 
recent killing of the deceased Springer 
bill No. 3. Of those voting to report 
the bill favorably, Wilson, Turner, Mont- 
gomery, Tardney, Reed and Payne 
voted, and Cockran and Stevens were 
paired, for the Springer bill, while Mc- 
Millin, Bryan, Wheeler, Whiting and 
Hopkins voted against the report as 
they did last Friday against Springer. 
Mr. Grosvenor, of the committee, who 
was present, and did not vote, as he 
was willing to let the bill go before the 
house, is opposed to it as he was to 
each of the unfortunate and premature 
offspring of the unlucky Mr. Springer— 
so the house. 

Apparently, therefore, the whole 
financial question is to come up at once 
at both ends of the capitol. On the 
house side, the republican leader, the 
ex-speaker and the to-be-speaker, Mr. 
Thomas B. Reed, votes in committee for 
gold bonds. He goes into the committee 
on rules and votes to railroad the bill 
through the house, which rule supported 
by the speaker, Outhwaite and Catch- 
ings, will, of course, carry. Under the 
distinguished leadership on the floor of 
the gentleman from Maine, supported 
by his crony, Cockran, of New York, 
and his friend, Turner, of Georgia, the 
bill ought to pass, if it can get votes 
enough. At this distance and at the 
hour of writing it looks as if the gold 
bill of this week will share the fate of 
the gold bill of last week, that the Reed- 
Wilson bill, like the Cleveland-Carlisle- 
Springer bill, No. 3, will go to everlast- 
ing damnation under the votes of demo- 
crats, republicans and populists who 
are not willing to sell this country piece 
by piece, a slice every month or fort- 
night, for gold. But the old story oc- 
curs to us of the Georgian who didn’t 
know his son’s politics at noon because 
he hadn’t seen him since breakfast, and 
we suspend comment as we have no 
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| ings of representatives whose votes 
may settle the fate of Mr. Reed’s meas- 
ure. 

But in the senate we are satisfied that 
Mir. Sherman, though aided by Mr. 
Vilas, cannot win. There will be dis- 
cussion, of course. Mayhap the true 
reason for the recent sale of bonds at 
104.4 when other 4 per cent bonds, not 
80 profitable, were selling at 110% will 
be disclosed, accidentally or incidental- 
ly. It is possible that explanation may 
be made of the London quotation of 
these bonds at 11244 when they are sold 
by the government at 104.4. Otber mat- 
ters of great interest to the public must 
inevitably be discussed in the exciting 
aud interesting debate in that body, 
where no gag law suppresses the truth. 

Hiowever all this may be, the lines are 
drawn and the fight is ahead of us. Let 
victory rest on the opponents of John 
Sheruuan and Thomas Brackett Reed, 
and as these gentlemen appear to be 
ready, let the battle begin.

A New Nation. 

The campaign of the Japanese in 
China has given the war correspond- 
ents, and other thoughtful and obser- 
vant people, a new problem to solve—a 
hew inystery to ponder over. Hints of 
it creep out even In the press dispatches 
snd the letters eof the correspondents 
teem With it. 

[t is & mystery of race. No doubt it 
lis been a predominant feature in the 
Listory of the Japanese since the he- 
¢iuuing of things, but it is only now 
that the world has beeu able to see some 
of the phenomena in actual operation, 
A part of the mystery—perhaps the 
sinullest part, considering the aversion 
of the Chinese to anything that looks 
likes actual war—is the ease and celerity 
vith which the Japanese have won their 
victories. These victories have not been 
confined to land. At the beginning of 
hostilities the Chinese government had 
2 reasonably fiue navy. Their war ves- 
Ssois Were of the first class, having been 
built in Europe, and the finest of them 
were Commanded by skilled Europeans. 
The first and most significant «vent cf 

War was the practical destruction 
navy. If was outmaneuvered, 
doubled up, thrown into utter coufusion 
aud the vessels that escaped steamed 
uway in a erippled condition. Since 
that time, the rest of the Chinese Levy 
cornered and some of the 
destroyed by torpedo 
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Qn land, the war has been carried on 
With an impetuosity that is irresistile. 
Forts constructed by the most expert 
engineers have been stormed and ¢:ken 
without any trouble. When the Chi- 
nese army merches forth with its red 
sii umbrellas ond its green and yellow 
benners. to meet a few hundred grim 
and silent soldiers from the little island 
beyond the sea, one expects to see great 
things done. A few shots are fired, the 
grim soldiers charge, and the Chinese 
army at once becomes a mob of panic- 
stricken children. They throw away 
their red umbrellas, their green and yel- 
low banners, and run away as if a de- 
mon were after them. Curiously enough, 
the Japanese commanders always leave 
an avenue of escape for the Chinese, 
and this is invariably taken advantage 
of. This is a part of the Japanese plan 
of campaign. They have no desire to 
encumber themselves with prisoners. 
But the real racial mystery that has 
puzzled observer's the character of 
the Japanese army. ‘The most rigid 
discipline maininined, the soldiers 
taking a fierce pride in obeying all or- 
ders to the very letter. They march 
without mysic or — banners, moving 
shoulder to shoulder without song or 
jest or laughter, the rattling of their 
equipments being the only sound that 
is made. They arouse themselves with- 
out the reveille, and they retire at night 
without drum or bugle. Once before a 
battle, a correspondent heard them sing- 
ing, but they were fierce songs of war, 
and not songs of home. The only emo- 
tion they display is a wild pride in their 
country, and this the feeling that 
carries them into a battle with such 
impetuosity. 

It must be clear to those who have 
kept up with such details of the war 
as Lave come over the wires that here- 
after the people of the earth will have 
to deal with a new nation. What Japan 
is she has been for years. She has sim- 
ply acquired the knack of utilizing the 
tremendous forces that civilization has 
placed at her disposal. She is, there- 
fore, new to history, as a nation equip- 
ped with an intelligent government and 
able to deal with and dispose of events. 

From this point of view, her war with 
China is worthy of thoughtful consid- 
eration. 
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John Sherman is in favor of gold bonds.

It was once said of Mr. George Augustus 
Sala’s enormous literary output that it 
could all be summed up in the three in- 
itial letters of his name—G, A. 8S. How- 
ever that may be, it seems to pay him 
handsomely, In his autobiography, just 
published, he says that for forty years his 
income from his pen has never been less 
than $10,000 a year, which is a larger sum 
of money than Andrew Lang allows that 
he ever received from his work in a single 
year. And yet Mr. Sala never wrote a 
successful book, and he allows that the 
principal part of his income has come 
from his newspaper work. His principal 
occupation for more than forty years has 
been that of a leader writer on The Lon- 
don Telegraph, and he insists that in a 
large part of that time he has written 
3,000 words a day six days avery week.

YUE SECRET BOND DICKER. 


Editor Constitution—Secretary Carlisle 
does not seem to have been very explicit 
yesterday in telling the house ways and 
means committee why he sold his latest 
bond issue so low. It is reported that he 
said he made the best trade he could, but 
that statement itself needs explanation, 

The bulk cf United States securities listed 
on the New York stock exchange consists 
of 4 per cents due in 1907 amounting to about 


$300,000,000, and the last two issues of 5 per 
cents due in 1904 about $100,009,000. The new 
bonds, issued to pay for 3,500,000 ounces of 
standard United States gold ccin, bear 4 
per cent interest, payable quarterly, and 
ure to run thirty years, or tv 125, but are 
seld so as to be three and three-fourths 
per cent bonds in the hands of the first 
purchaser. The coining price of pure gold 
per ounce is $20.67, and of standard god 
nine-tenths fine, $18.00. At this rate the 
price of 3,500,000 ounces stanijavd gold would 
be about $65,000,000. The new issue, accord- 
ing to Cleveland’s message is a little less 
than $62,400,000, so the synaicate pays a pre- 
mum of about $2,700,000 for the bonds, which 
mekes the costs of the new issue to the 
syndicate about 104.4, which is the price re- 
ceived by the treasury.

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According to your yesterday’s stock report 
government bonds were firmer, closing bids 
for the 4's being 110.4, a httle less than u 3 
per cent rate. The latest quotations of 6's 
I have seen put them at 114%, a rate about 
$4 per cent. At the very time the treasury 
was selling 4 per cent coin bonds having 
thirty years to run at 104.4, 4 per cent coin 
bonds having less than thirteen years to 
run were fetching 110% at the New York 
stock exchange, and 6 per cents due in 1904 
were selling for 114%. 

A thirty-year bond {Is certainly a better 
investment than either of these two other 
bonds at shorter dates, but even if worth 
no more, should bring as muclr as the old 
4’s—that is, 110%. At this latter rate the 
Belmont-Morgan syndicate will make over 
$3,600,000 at once, and at the equivalent rate 
of 119.6 they would make nearly $9,500, 000. 

In other words, if Cleveland and Carlisle 
had sold Belmont and Morgan the $62,400,000 
of new 4’s at the price bid for the old 4’s 
in New York the day of sale, they would 
have realized for the treasury over $3,500, . 
000 more than they got, and at the equiva- 
lent price, taking into consideration the 
much longer life of the new bonds, nearly 
$9,500,000 more than they got.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Street Car Situation. 

Editor Constitution—Your comments upon 
the inefficiency of our electric lines of city 
and suburban transportation meet universal 
approval. The ‘‘tendency to use public fran- 
chises for the aggrandizement of individ- 
uals’”’ has been a subejct of frequent com- 
ment in this city. Unreliable schedules and 
inadequate accommdations have sorely 
wrought upon the patience of a long- 
suffering traveling public. 

I ask the attention of our street car offi- 
cials to the views of Justice Gaynor on the 


‘subject, as expressed in the recent Brook- 


lyn embroglio. 

Justice Gaynor said: 

“The duty of the company now before 
the court, is to carry passengers through 
certain streets of Brooklyn, and to furnish, 
man and run cars enough to fully accommo- 
date the public. It may not lawfully cease 
to perform that duty for even one hour. 
The directors of a private business company 
may, as dictated by private greed or mo- 
tives of private gain, stop business and 
refuse to employ labor at all unless labor 
come down to their conditions, however dis- 
tressing, for such are the existing legal‘In- 
dustrial and social conditions. 

“But the directors of a railroad corpora- 
tion may not do the like; they afe not mere- 
ly accountable to stockholders, they are 
accountable to the public first and to the 
stockholders second. They have duties to 
the public to perform and they must per- 
form them. If they cannot get labor to per- 
form such duties at what they offer to pay 
they must pay more, and as much as is nec- 
essary to get it. 

“Tt is my duty to declare the law of this 
case. This railroad corporation is not in 
the position of a mere private individual or 
company carrying on business for private 
gain, which may suspend owusiness tempo- 
rarily or permanently at pleasure. On the 
contrary, it has a dual fe®lation, a public 
relation to the people of the state and a 
private vote of its stockholders. 

“It must not be forgotten here, though 
if may seem to be growing not wholly not 
wholly forgotten elsewhere, that in its chief 
aspect it is a public corporation having du- 
ties to perform to the public which transend 
any obligation which, in its private aspect, 
it owes to its stockholders. 

“Tt has received franchises of great val- 
ue from the state and had conferred upon 
it the state’s transcendant power of eminent 
domain. It return it took upon itself the 
performance of public duties and functions, 
in the performance of which it {s in law 
and in fact not an independent individual] 
or entirety, but the accounted agent of the 
state.** r. SISSON, 


Pensions for Everybody. 
From The Boston Transcript. 

Mr. George, of Haverhill, has introduced 
in the Massachusetts legislature a bill to 
abolish all service pensions now paid by 
the state and by cities and towns. The 
judiciary is excepted from the cperation 
of the bill, which alsu permits the pay- 
ment of pensions in cases where it is re- 
ceived by persons who incurred disabilities 
while in the performance of duties of a 
hazardous nature. In view of the clamor 
which is now coming from all directions 
and from all sorts of people ‘or pénsions 
from the municipal, state or national gov- 
ernment, it certainly is high time that 
something was done to prevent the fur- 
ther diffusion of a policy which, to many 
persons, seems quite out of place except 
under a distinctly paternal govarn nent, 
where the king is the father of all and, 
therefore, in duty bound to watch over 
the welfare of his children. Already in 
the present legislature propositions have 
been introduced in the pension line which 
are simply astounding, in reference either 
to the sublime assurance of che proposer 
er to his childlike artlessness. These 
propositions are severally to retire city 
laborers at half pay after twenty years’ 
service, to do the same by employes cf 
railroad, street railway and manufacturing 
corporations, and also ty policemen who 
served in the army auring the war. In 
the case of the judiciary pensions are war- 
ranted on the assumption that a position 
upon the bench preciudes the incumbent 
from employing talents of a superior or- 
der for his own pécuniary benefit, and the 
police, firemen and school teachers in one 
w2y or another earn their pensions. These 
classes excepted, there should be no ser- 
vice pensions; or, if we must have them, 
Jet the recipients themselves pay for them, 
es is done in Germany, where old age in- 
surance is peremptory upon certain of the 
working classes.

HE IS NOW WN ATLANLA JAIL 


Brougat Here Yesterday Morning 
from Arkunsas. 


THE TALE OF HIS CAPTURE THERE 


He Wasa Medicine Fakir Clown, and Was 
Given Away by a Clipping from 
The Constitution. 


James McCutchin, who is said to be 
grand high priest and prime minister of 
the north Georgia whitecappers, who make 
Murray county their headquarters, was 
brought to Atlanta a prisoner yesterday 
morning, at 11 o'clock, and was placed in 
Fulton county jail. 

McCutchin is a _ picturesque looking 
mountaineer. fie is six feet tall and 
heavily built. Tie is apparently a man 
of uhusuel strength and from the sworn 
testimony of witnesses he 1s certainly a 
man of more than ordinary daring, both 
in planning and executing just such work 
as those Murray county whitecappers have 
done. 

Months ago Will Roper a young moun- 
taineer, was taken from his bed and shot 
by a gang of whitecappers. The story of 
Roper’s terrible experience is one that will 
not soon be forgotten by any one hear- 
ing it. The young man gave information 
regarding a stil where the ardent was 
made in the night time and no taxes paid. 
The still was raided and broken up, That 
was a crime that, in the eyes of the 
moonshiners, called for the death of’ the 
man committing it. Roper was taken 
from his bed, in a little mountain cabin, 
and taken several miles to a deep ravine. 

Roper was allowed time for a short 
prayer and then he was shot and dashed 
over the cliff. His rescue, three days later, 
saved his life. 

Swore Against McCutchin. 

When these men were on trial they all 
swore that McCutchin was the ringleader 
in that and many other affairs of not so 
much importance. He had fled the coun- 
iry, however, and none of these men, 
who were so willing to place all the blame 
upon him ever expected that he would 
be captured. 

Before his sudden departure McCutchin 
is charged with having taken part in an- 
other and more daring piece of outlawry 
even than that of the Roper case. Henry 
Worley, who had been reared in Murray 
county, was the victim and this time the 
wWhitecappers imurdered their victim. He 
his home by sixty men, 
ho effort at concealing their 
identity. These men took him to a deep 
guich and there under the cover of the 
blackness of night that must have paled 
at the terrible deed, they hung him to a 
tree and rede away, leaving their victim 
to strangle himself in his struggle for 
life.

was not to die at the end of a 
rope, however, and finally succeeded in 
releasing his hands. He then threw his 
legs around the tree and untied the rope. 
Finding himself free Worley ran and saved 
his life, but only for a short time, Several 
days later he was found dead in a field 
in which he had been working. The 
whitecappers had shot him and forever 
silenced the man they hated, After this 
murder McCutchin disappeareG from Mur- 
ray county and made his way to Arkan- 
sas, where he imagined himself safe from 
the officers of the law, who did not think 
he had left the state. 
MeCutchin'’s Talent Engaged. 


McCutchin is a versatile fellow and can 
nmiake a clown of himself as well as a white- 
capper and a distiller of moonshine whis- 
ky. After reaching Arkansas his ability in 
the clown business served him well. He 
met up with a vender of medicine who 
could tell a crowd of its many virtues, but 
he cculd not draw the crowd. That was just 
what McCutchin could do and the men 
formed a partnership. The Georgia white- 
capper drew large crowds by his peculiar 
antics and while the country folks were 
under the charm of his jokes the medicine 
man would come forth with his wonderful 
cure all. 

They did a rushing business and then be- 
came confidential. The medicine man told 
Mc ‘utchin that he was wanted in another 
portion of the state for some small offense. 
Not to be outdone McCutchin told his story 
of daring deeds dcne in Georgia. Visions of 
a large reward that would place many dol- 
lars in his pockets were too much for the 
man and he determined to betray his part- 
ner. He watched the mails and when a 
letter came for McCutchin he secured and 
opened it. That letter told the story com- 
pletely and McCutchin was placed under 
arrest. : 

By a Newspaper Article. 


In the letter was an article clipped from 
The Constitution giving the full details of 
the many whitecap outrages in Murray 
county. The article contained a picture of 
John Kdmondson, Sr., who was charged 
with being in league with the organiza- 
tion. 

When McCutchin’s associate found that he 
was the supposed prince of whitecappers 
he thought he had a prize. He at once 
communicated with the government officials 
here to know if there was a reward for 
his prisoner. There was none and he was 
so informed. The vision of money earned 
easily quickly vanished, but it was then 
too late for the release of the prisoner 
and he was placed under the charge of 
United States Marshal Arthur Gaines at 
Little Rock. 

He commissioned J. M. Dyar and a man 
named Bailey to bring him to Atlanta and 
the three men arrived yesterday morning. 
When arrested McCutchin was sailing under 
the name of James Graveley and was just 
twelve miles from Hot Springs. There 
was some delay in starting for 
Atlanta with him as a mistake was 
made here in sending the necessary papers, 
they going to Fort Smith. instead of Little 
Rock. 

After McCutchin saw that he was fairly 
caught he made no attempt to prove that he 
was not the man wanted and same quietly 
with the men detailed to bring him back to 
Georgia. 

In the Atlanta Jail. 

The men having him in custody went to 
the office of Marshal Dunlap as soon as 
they arrived, with their prisoner. They re- 
mained there until the necessary papergz 
were prepared and then took him to jail. 
McCutchin talked freely of his travels ana 
told of his experiences as fun maker for the 
medicine man and seemed to enjoy it. He 
gave an imitation, in the office, of how he

As soon as he was inside the jail walls 
he was placed in one of the most secure 
sections of the prison and no one was al- 
lowed to see hin. There he will remain in 
close confinement until he is taken out for 
trial. He has made no effort to secure coun- 
sel and does not seem to have made any 
plans for a defense. 

Although considered one of the most 
desperate men in north Georgia, McCutchin 
is scarcely more than twenty-eight years of 
age. 


ORDERED TO SALE. 


The Atlanta Traction Company's 
Property Goes to the Block. 
Judge W. T. Newman issued a decree 
yesterday shortly after 1 o’clock in which 
he ordered the sale of {@ Atlanta Traction 
Company’s property. The sale will take 
place on the first Tuesday in May and At- 
torney L. Z. Rosser has been appointed 
by the court special commissioner to con- 

duct it. 

The fight over the lines and other prop- 
erty of the Traction company has been 
one made up of many differences. The 
company was badly crippled financially for 
s0me time before its affairs were taken 
into the courts, which resulted in the road 
being placed in the nands of receivers. 

The action which has caused the issu- 
ance of the order for the sale of the road 
was Drought UP the Baltimore Trust and 
Guarantee Company and the Rfley-Grant 
Company, with a few small creditors. The 
property of the Atlanta Tractior Company 
was originally owned by two corporations. 
The Atlanta City Street Railway Company 
was the owner of the road going to Deca- 
tur, while the company now owning all 
the lines wast he proprietor only of those 
going fo Grant park and Fort McPherson. 
The Atlanta Traction Company finally ab- 
sorbed “the other line and made a connec 
tion which gave it a through line from 
7rant park and Fort McPherson to Was‘ 
Lake and Decatur. 

When the property of the Atlanta streét 
railway was sold it was plastere® over 
with mortgages amounting of $200,000. The 
United States Mortgage Company ‘held 
these .mortgages to secure the paymen? 
of bonds to that amount. On the property 
of the Atlanta Traction Company ™®7e ® 
a mortgage for $160,000, given for the same 
purpose and held by the Baltfmore Trus® 
and Guarantee Company. In addition t« 
this the Atlanta City Street Railway Com- 
pany ,owed Mr. H. T. Inman $12,000 for 
money loaned. The decree of Judge New- 
man makes the claim of the Baltimore 
Trust and Guarantee Company first of al 
others in point of security. 

The only exceptions made are for the 
payment of such amounts that may have 
been borrowed by the receivers, under in- 
structions from the court, the taxes and 
the attorney’s fees and court costs. The 
claim of the United States Mortgage Com: 
pany comes next, but the decree says i 
will be allowed to file a cross bill provided 
this Is done before the sale may have taker 
place. 

Mr. H. T. Inman’s claim also comer 
under the head of those considered amon; 
the ones entitled to first cousideration. AU 
of the assessments f&¥ street paving on tha 
lines of both the roads must be paid out o' 
the money derived from the sale before 
other creditors are to be considered. 

The purchaser of the road must as soon 
as the bid is accepted deposit a certified 
check for $20,000 with the commissioner 
for the sale. The decree does not overlook 
the attorneys in the case and several nice 
fat fees will be paid out as soon as the 
road is sold. 

The receivers have been represented by 
Rosser & Carter and Walter R. Brown, 
attorneys. They will be among the legal 
gentlemen who will be remembered. ‘The 
will be paid, according to the order of 
court, $3,600. Then will come Shubrick & 
Daley and Glenn, Slaton & Phillips, as 
attorneys for the other side. These gentle- 
men will receive $2,000 for their services. 

The sale has been ordered to take place 
between the hours of 10 and 4 o'clock of 
the day named by the court. The property 
will be sold at the corner of Church and 
Forsyth streets. only a few feet from 
Péaichtree and at a point where the com- 
pany’s lines run. 

The appointment of Attorney Rosser as 
special commissioner will bring to him 
another snug fee. The amount which will 
probably be allowed him Dy the court for 
this service has been estimated at from 
$1,000 to just “7ouble that amount.

Complaints of Threats from That 
County—Other Capital News. 

The whitecap trouble se¢ms to have 
changed base from the northern part of the 
state to the western counties. The com- 
plaints which came from Troup county of 


threats received by prominent citizens and 
the depredations which followed the re- 
fusals to meet their demands, are supple- 
mented now by a similar story from Tal- 
bot. Yesterday the governor received a let- 


ter from the sheriff of Talbot county. en- 
closing one which he had received from 
a prominent citizen of Geneva. This stated 
that Mr. J. A. Colquitt had been driven 
from that town back to his farm at Juni- 
per by a series of mysterious warnings, 
the purport of which was that he must 
leave within ten days or there would be 
dire consequences. Mr. Colquitt is de- 
scribed as one of the substantial citizens 
of the county. The letter from the sheriff 
states that it is presumed that it is the 
work of the whitecaps of Marion county. 
He says that he is unable to reach them 
and asks the governor to come to his ds- 
sistance. 
The Contested Election Cases. 

Colonel Harrison and his associates on the 
ecmmittee on privileges and elections are 
still hard at- work with the Douglas county 
case. The arguments were begun yepter- 
day and the case will probably be completed 
tcday. 

The Collectors and Receivers. 

Nothing has yet been done in the cases 
from the tax collectors and receivers whose 
bonds have not yet been reeived at the 
capitol. The governor devotes his day to 
consideration of the papers in the applica- 
tion for pardon for James Landsberg, who 
is in the penitentiary on the charge of as- 
sault with attempt to rape. A strong effort 
is being made to secure the pardon of 
Landsberg and it is claimed that subse- 
quent developments are such as to warrant 
a pardon. The governor is, however, going 
very carefully into the record of the case. 
He thas been called upon by a number of 
prominent citizens urging the pardon, but 
will probably not act upon the case for 
several days at least. Hlon. C. L. Bartlett, 
who is the attorney in the case, and Repre- 
sentatives Rockwell and Doolan, of Chat-

OVER $2,000 WAS SENT IN ALTOGETHER 


Atlanta’s Citizens Never Fail to 
Answer a Call. 


POLICE RELIEF ASSOCIATION GAVE $150 


The Atienta City Brewing Company Fed 
the Hungry-—The Committees Will 
Be in the Field Today. 


Liberal response was made yesterday to 
the call of Mayor King for help for At- 
lanta’s needy. 

The meeting at the Chamber of Com- 
merce resulted in the immediate sub- 
scription of over $1,000 by those present, 
and during the entire day the amount 
Sent into the headquarters of the chari- 
table association was close upon §$2,0W in 
money and other subscriptions. 

The committee of fifteen appointed at the 
Chamber of Commerce meeting went to 
work. at once and secured yesterday after- 
noon over $100 in a short canvass. Today 
the entire city will be gone over as the 
necessity for funds to relieve suffering 
is becoming greater each moment. Those 
who have been helped once are needing 
help again and must have it. 

All day yesterday the headquarters of 
the association were blockaded with peo- 
ple who came for well-deserved assistance. 
Eleven men were filling orders all day and 
not less than 700 families were helped dur- 
ing the day. But for the usual liberal 
response by Atlanta’s citizens the cold 
hand of death might have held in its 
grasp last night more than one unfortu- 
nate person; the pangs of hunger would 
have been felt by scores of human beings 
and suffering, both mental and physical, 
would have prevailed where the best re- 
lief possible was given.. 

The meeting was called by Mayor King 
for 10 o’clock, but before that time there 
had been a number of subscriptions sent 
into the charitable association, The of- 
fice of Mayor King was filled with a num- 
ber of prominent citizens yesterday by a 
few minutes past 10 o'clock, and it was 
found necessary to adjourn to the council 
chamber in order to make room for all. 
By a quarter past 10 o'clock there were 
not less than fifty present. Mayor King 
began the meeting by nominating Dr. R. 
D. Spalding for the chairmanship of the 
meeting. The motion was put and Dr. 
Spalding was selected to preside. Mr. 
Julian Harris was selected to act as sec- 
retary. 

Mayor King explained the object of the 
meeting, He said that the cold weather 
had brought about much suffering and 
that he was of the opinion that too much 
scrutiny should not be used in selecting 
those who were worthy of charity and 
those who were not.

New York, February 13—There were no 
developments of the hair raising sort in 
today’s market, which was in the main‘a 
purely local affair with only a gentle sweep 
of quotations that hurt nobody first, there 
was a slight decline in sympathy with some 
weakness in Liverpool, but it was no great 
pressure to sell, and some room operators, 
who went short yesterday, concluded to 
take back their cotton, and in getting it 
back they caused a slight advance. Early 
prices were 1 to 2 points lower, but this 
loss was recovered, and the market wound 
up dull, at a rise of 2 to 3 points with sales 
of exactly 50,000 bales. New Orleans ad- 
vanced 3 points. Liverpool declined 1% 
points and closed quiet and steady at a net 
decline of 1 point, while spot sales were 
10,000 bales at steady and unchanged prices, 
showing some increase of business there. 
The New Orleans estimate for tomorrow 
was one of 8,000 to 5,000, against 5,345 last 
Thursday and 3,0% last year. This estimate 
continued to the slight rise noticed in the 
later trading today. New Orleans bought a 
little, but in the main the business was for 
boerd room account. Spot cotton was dull 
and unchanged here and generally shows 
unchanged prices at the south. New Orleans 
sales on the spot were a little larger, how- 
ever, as they reached 5,500 bales. In Man- 
chester yarns were quiet and cloths irregu- 
lar. The semi-weekly statement of interior 
receipts, as reported by New Orleans, is 
31,000 bales, against 16,000 for the same 
time last year and 3,600 in 1892. The ship- 
ments were 35,000, against 53,000 for the 
same time last week &3,000 last year and 
41,000 in 1882. This statement is anything 
but bullish. The ports received today 30,969 
against 9,975 this day last year, working 
96,880 thus for this week, against 106,298 for 
the same time last week. Exports have fal- 
len off to small figuring 1,041 last year; St. 
Louis 295, against 250; Augusta, 358, against 
2,331 and Memphis 166 against 324 last year. 
A decrease in the receints, even though 
temporary, would have at least a temporary 
strengthening effect on prices, but cotton 
is in the country and must come forward 
sooner or later.

HOW THE BIG INFIDEL WAS RECEIVED 


A Large Audience Heard Him—He Gave 
Expression Frequently to Mis Infi- 
del Views During His Lecture. 


A tall, massively built man, with a ruddy 
complexion and a rim of hair as white as 
the snowflakes that paved the sidewalk in 
front of the opera house, Colonel Robert G. 
Ingersoll, the no-ed agnostic, stood before a 
large audience at the Grand last night and 
delivered his celebrated lecture on “Shakes 
speare.’ 98

nosis of the great author and the plays that | 


emanated from his brain. He described the 
poet's life and the vigor of his comprehkcn- 
sive intellect, giving to the character of 
Shakespeare a charm that he possessed for 
few people before hearing the lecture of 
Colonel Ingersoll. 
Shakespeare’s Legacy. 
ginning his lecture, Colonel Ingersoll 


“Shakespeate was the greatest genius 
f this world and he has left to us the 
chest legacy of al] the dead—the treasures 


* of the rarest sou! that ever lived and leved 


and wrought of words the statues, pictures, 
robes and gems uf thought. He was the 
greatest man that ever touched this grain 
of sand and tears we call the world.” 

He denied that Shakespeare’s birth was 
the result of a supernatural! diapensation 
and also that any proof existed to the effect 
that he was favored by Queen Elizabeth. 
“As a matter of fact,’ said he. ‘‘there never 
sat on any throne a king. queen or emperor 
who could have honored William Shake- 
speare.”’ ’ 

Shakespeare's Grent Mother. 

A tribute to Shakespeare’s mother f..!low- 
ed this brilliant declaration and provoked 
the audience to wild applause. 

“Beyond a doubt," said he, ‘‘the mother 
of Shakespeare was one of the greatest wo- 
men of this world and here. in this connec- 
tien, let me say that all great men have 
had great mothers. It has been observed 
that a man_of genius should select his 
ancestors with great care; but there is not. 


in heredity, as much as people think. The | 


children of the great are often smal}. Pig- 
mies are born in palaces while over the 
children of genius is often reared a rcof of 
straw ”’ 

The great lecturer thought it a little 
Strange that Shakespeare had nothing to 
say in regard to his contemporaries. Hav- 
ing lived in the days of the Spanish Ar- 
mada, the massacre of St. Bartholemew, 
the execution of Marie Stewart, the world 
might naturally expect to find in his plays 
repeated mention of the stirring scenes and 
noted characters; and yet the pen of Shake- 
Speare has not inscribed a single paragraph 
to any one of them, The immortal bard 
had lived in the springtide of the world’s 
awakening, at a time when the discovery 
of America had made England the blossom 
of the gulf stream. Imagination had been 
Stimulated by discovery. Towafds every 
part of the world had been turned the prows 
of adventure.

“In disaster and want,” exclaimed the 
great infidel, “‘the gaze of men is. fixed upon 
the future world. Famine and faith go 
hard in hand. Hunger falls down upon its 
knees in wretchedness and heaven, as seen 
through tears and sufferings, is but a beau- 
tiful mirage of misery.”

HEBREWS IN SESSION 


The B’pai Brith Convention Is Nearing 
Its Kad, 


AT CONCORDIA 


A Brillient Ball Was Given in Honor of the 
Visiting Delegates—An Occasion 
of Hare Felicity. 


HALL LAST NIGHT 


In spite of the dispiriting effects of the 
banquet lest Tuesday evening, the dele- 
gates to the B’nai Brith convention were 
promptly on hand at the fall of the pres- 
ident’s gavel yesterday morning. 

The banquet at the Kimball house, as a 
social and festive occasion, has rarely been 
eclipsed and, though it was nearly 4 o'clock 
in the morning before the banquet hall 
was cleared, the delegates felt amply com- 
pensated for thus trespassing upon the 
rightful domain of sleep. 

The presence of quite a large number 
of Israel's fair daughters at the banquet, 
though a novel feature, added a fresh ele- 
ment of beauty to the occasion, besides in- 
jecting no small amount of life and ani- 
mation into it. It clearly demonstrated 
the fact that no banquet, however success- 
ful, is complete without the presence of 
the fair sex. 


“The ladies not only keep us straight," 
said a prominent Hebrew, “but they in- 
Spire oratory, and a banquet is designed 
as much for speech making as it is for 
eating.’”’ 

At the morning session of the convention 
yesterday a considerable amount of busi- 
ness was transacted. A number of re- 
ports were read and acted upon by the 
convention. 

President Straus, during the last two 
days in’ which he has discharged the du- 
ties of his new position, has shown him- 
self to be a thorough tactician. Cool and 
self-possessed he is not in the leasi dis- 
turbed by the agitation of disputed points 
and decides all questions with the ease of 
a skillful parliamentarian. 

Mr. Straus is one of the leading busirgss 
men of Richmond, Va. At the last meet- 
ing of the district Srand lodge he was 
made the first vice president of the order, 
and at the present session of the grand 
lodge, under the rules of succession, he 
Was made the presiding officer cf the con- 
vention. 

The retiring: president of the grand 
lodge, Mr. T. Moultrie Mordecai, is one 
of the leading citigens of Charleston, 8. 
C., belonging to one of the oldest and best 
families of that august southern city. 

Report of Mr. Mordecal. 


In his official report, Mr. Mordecal, as 
the retiring president of the grand lodge, 
Submitted a number of valuable sugges- 
tions. He made a brief review of the 
progress realized during his administraton, 
in spite of the financial de pression of the 
country, and gave a nuniber of interesting 
facts and figures. 

The following is a brief extract from the 
report: 

“To the Officers and Members of District 
Grand Lodge No. 5, I. O. B. B,—Brethren: 
Once more we are assembled in our regular 
convention for the purpose of carrying out 
the great objects for which our noble order 
was instituted. Since our last meeting the 
country in which it is our privilege to live 
has suffered severely from the effects of 
unwise financial legislation, and in spite of 
the great depression which has surrounded 
us, and the financial ruin which in many 
instanees has been at our very doors, our 
Order has not suffered materially, but on 
the contrary in some respects has been ben- 
elited. Considering the troublous. times 
through which we have pussed, and which 
have not yet disappeared, we should con- 
gratulate ourselves upon the healthy con- 
dition in which our finances are and the 
spirit which pervades the whole of our dis- 
trict, 1 trust that your deliberations will be 
carried on @ith that spirit of wisdom, 
benevolence, brotherly love and harmony 
which, | am proud to say, has always 
been characteristic of this body. However 
much we may differ in our opinions and 
views, yet upon ail general questions in- 
volving the good of the order we stand 
united. °* * ® 

“One of the chief difficulties which I have 
encountered in the acquisition of non-par- 
ticipating members has been the necessity 
which | was under, in accordance with my 
conception of the meaning of our consti- 
tution, to rule that at present participating 
members could not become non-participating 
members. A great many of our present 
membership are desirous of withdrawing 
from the endowment, becoming non-partic- 
ipating members, and in some Instances 
withdrawing from their own lodge and insti- 
tuting new non-participating lodges, which 
views I have taken every opportunity to 
approve of and further. I trust fhat you 
will promptly change the law so that this 
defect can be remedied and the objects of 
the order furthered by carrying out this 
plan. 

“It the two years during which I have 
had the honor of administering the affairs 
of this district as its executive head, I 
have reached, after careful consideration 
and observation, the deliberatte conclusion 
that if this order intends to successfully 
compete with other fraternal organizations, 
while it ever should continue to maintain 
those principles which are so beautifully 
set forth in the preamble to our organic 
law, it must aiso do its work upon practical 
business principles and meet the issues of 
the day as they should be met now; almost 
at the close of the nineteenth century. 

“I believe that more attention should be 
paid to the fraternal and social features of 
our order, and that the question of endow- 
ment, while worthy of all praise and of 
great benefit, should be a secondary con- 
sideration; and that, so far as that is con- 
cerned, we should, for all future membDer- 
ship, in self-protection, grade the cost of 
membership according to age and require 
physical examination. Let us run this order 
upon the principles in the preamble to our 
organic laws, combined with practical busi- 
ness views suitable to the day and the gen- 
eration in which we live, otherwise innocu- 
ous desuetude will surely result.”’ 

President Mordecai further recommended 
the establishment of Rebecca lodges for the 
Hebrew women of the country. He thought 
it essential to the growth and prosperity of 
the order that the women should be admit- 
ted. 

Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session of the convention 
was called to order by the president, Mr. 
Julius Straus, a few minutes after 3 o'clock. 

Vacancies on tH® @ifferent state bodr@ea# 
control were filled as the first business of 
the afternoon session. 

The report of the finance committee was 
next read. In ‘this connection, before the 
report was read, the president called for 
the close attention of the delegates as 
the question of finance was one that was 
now agitating the country. The report of 
the committee was unanimously adopted. 

A number of trustees were re-elected 
members of the board. Among these were 
Messrs. 8S. Salabes, of Baltimore, Md.; H. 
Whitlock, of Richmond, Va, and J. Dan- 
nenberg, of Macon, Ga. 

A motion fo suspend the rules for the 
purpose of giving the board of control 
power to levy an assessment of $8 per 
capita when thé sinking fund falls below 
$85,000 did not prevail. 

At this point the board of contro] with- 
dréw from the main hall for the purpose 
of transacting important business. A re- 
cess was declared until the committee on 
endowment was ready to submit its re- 
port to the meeting.

Finally Colonel Lionel C. Levy, of Colum- 
bus, Ga., entered the hall with the com- 
mittee’s report In his hand.

Isut { may be pardoned tor 
quoting an incident from chilanood’s nem, 
ory, aud the impressions that yet ciuster 
around me. Whoen, aS a small boy, ata 
Village school in Germany, a friendly old 
professor quickened youthful fancies and 
ideals of freedom in reading to a host of 
boys, between the lines, the exalted lesson 
of American history and how weil he de. 
fined the far-reaching wisdom of its great 
minds. 

“{ still remember the vivid picture he 
drew to those smail pupils, who often sat 
at his footstool and were tnere imbued 
with the spirit of oivil and religious lib- 
erty and the brotherhood of man. 

‘i still see betore me his large attic room, 
filled with pants, flowers and singing 
birds. But even the fragrance of the 
flowers in that room and the songs of re- 
joicings that daily poured from the throats 
of his canary birds and nightiugales, never 
eclipsed the anthem of liberty and freedom 
constantly ringing in his good heart, And 
now, more than ever, | realize that im that 
little scnool he sowed tne Seed of love of 
America, which brought forth many rica 
fruits of the true conception of American 
institutions, and the boast and pride o 
some of those now auopted chisiren of 
America to be able to say this is indeed 
‘Our country.’ 

“And is not, therefore, the love of our 
country engraven in our hearts’ bo we 
not hoid to the belief that to be a true 
Israelite is to be a good American? To be 
a good American is to be a good Christian, 
Away with the false statement that the 
Israelite is mot a patriot, or lever of his 
country, especiahy on American soll. 
ia a great wrong, @ great injustice, 
charge the Israeiile 1f you uke with 
his shortcomings; even puint him in Shy- 
lock’'s mistit mantle of avarice and re. 
venge; endow him with clannishness, be- 
cause of his inherent devotion to the faith 
planted in his heart on Mount Binai’s peak; 
criticise him fer his ‘parting of the ways’ 
from his Christian fellow-neighbor, be. 
cause he did not subscribe to a hewer 
worship, but do not, do not saddie upon 
him the burden of lack of patriotism tor 
this country. For it is a false charge. 

“Yes, the Israelite was ior ages without 
a country, without patriotism, withsut a 
home, ut why? le was a ‘wandering 
Jew,’ indeed, but he only wandered be- 
cause his heart longings, ‘where liberty 
dwells there is my home,’ was so <cifficult 
of realization. 

“During the dark ages

prey of king, noble and rabble, he crossed 
thousands of bridges over the waters of 
bitterness and persecution wandering and 
fainting on the roadside to geek that prom.

TALKED OF THE WAR 


Colonel Charles Redding Back from 
Mexico and Gaatemala. 


THE WAR CLOUD JUST A SPECK 


Mr. Redding Aroused Great Interest in 
Our Exposition—The Mexicans Are 
Alive to Its Importance. 


Colonel Charlies H. Redding, exposition 
commissioner to Central America and 
Mexico, retufmed to Atlanta yesterday 
after three months spent in those coun- 
tries in the interest of Atlanta’s big fair. 

He brings back glowing accounts of the 
outlook for fine representation from all of 
the countries which he visited, especially 
Mexico and Guatemala, and heggives some 


of the latest war news that hus been pub- 
lished. 

Colonel Redding left Mexico Cily last 
Friday afternoon and came direct to. At- 
lanta, arriving here yesterday at 11:40 
o’clock from New Orleans. As he only left 
Guatemala a few days before starting fur 
home and as he visited many points in 
that country and in Mexico, he may be 
said to be well equipped to taik about the 
relatfons between those countrtes and tg 
tell about the war that is supposed to be 
impending between them. 

‘The war,” he said, “has been 
mainly in the newspapers of the 
States. In fact. it exists mainly 
imagination of the correspondents 
big journals of this country. 
sent out Dig stories about it, and these 
papers, refi in Mexico and Guatemaia, 
have almost persuaded the people there 
that they are really on th® verge of a war. 

“The fact is that I did not hear anything 
much about the war while in Guatemala. 
The feeling there was extremely pacific. 
After I got on a steamer I got hold of a 
number of newspapers from the United 
States and read big articles about the war. 

“No, of courSe, there is not going to be 
any war. The rulers of both countries are 
too wise for that. Mexico has mobilized 
her troops and is ready, but there’s ‘no 
imminent danger of anything like a 
fight. President Diaz is far too wise a 
ruler to precipitate a war. He is pro- 
gressive. He believes in pushing his coun- 
try forward and he knows as well as any 
one that a war would throw his country 
back at least ten years. Mexico has made 
a large indemnity claim upon Guatemala, 
but neither country has thought seriously 
of going to war, in my opinion. 

‘So much for the war. Now as to the 
exposition. the outlook is most encourag- 
I feel certain that an appropriation 
will be made by Guatemala. President 
3arrios told me that he thought it ffac- 
tically certain that the Guatemalan con- 
gress, which meets the ist of March, would 
make an appropriation for a government 
exhibit. I found that the people of Guate- 
mala favored the exhibit. I met General 
P. M. B. Young, minister to Guatemala, 
while there and he gave much fdaluable as- 
sistance. He seems to enjoy the lifé there 
in spite of his health, whick 
is not good. 

“In Mexico I received the very greatest 
encouragement. I called on President Diag 
several times and each time received a 
most cordial reception. 1 will state here 
that the president is one of the great men 
of the centur¥Y. He is a man of wisdom, 
ability and soundness. I know of no 
statesman anywhere who has the interest 
of his country more at heart than he. 
The great progress that Mexico has made 
in recent years testifies to the man’s won- 
derful power. 

“The president evinced a keen interest in 
the exposition, and when I first called upon 
him in reference to the matter Ne listeneg 
attentively tao what 1 had to say. He 
doesn’t speak or understand English very 
well and our conversation wus through 
an interpreter. He asked very carefully 
about everything I had to say ahout the 
exposition and wanted to know what bene- 
fit his country veould derive from making 
an exhibit here. I explained to him that 
very great benefit would. regult from a 
display of the products of Mexico at At- 
lanta and after listening to me for awhile 
he stated that he realized the gvod that 
would come of it and said that he would 
take the matter up. 

“He stated that Mexico had been at the 
enormous expense of $750,000 in making an 
exhibit at Chicago and that a permanent 
exbibiIt was kept in New York, but he said 
that he would state that Mexico would be 
represented at Atlanta. 

“Upon calling on his secretary the next 
day I found that he had taken the matter 
up and had formulated a number of ques- 
tions for the secretary to answer concern- 
ing the movement. He gave me full per- 
mission to publish all matter in The 
Diaro Official and I furnished the paper 
with some v&luable and interesting mat- 
ter. This gave the movement great publii- 
city throughout the country and I found 
wherever I wert that the news had pre- 
ceded me. 

“The Mexican exhibit will largely Gepend 
upon individual interest. Many private 


firms will make large exhibits here am® the 
railroads will make extensive exhibits.’’

indicating to what parts of the country 
invalids and health seekers may be sent 
to tind climatic surfoundings best adapted 
tu the alleviation or cure of their particular 
cases. 

The hearty co-operation of the various 
boards of health, public sanitary authori- 
ties, Sanitary associations and societies, 
and of physicians who may feel an inter- 
est in the work, is asked to achieve and 
perfect the aims of this investigation. | 

No compensation can be offered for this 
co-operation other than to send, free of 
cost, the publications of the bureau bearing 
upon climatology and its relation to health 
and disease to ull those who assist in the 
work. 

Co-operation will consist 
this office reports of vital statistics from 
the various localities. That these reports 
may be of value, it is evident to all that 
they should be accurate and complete, and 
be rendered promptly and regularly. Blank 
forms of reports have been prepared so as 
to occasion as little trouble and labor as 
possible on the part of the reporter, and 
will be furnished by the bureau on appli- 
Cation. 

At the very beginning of the investiga- 
tion, it is not possible to outline precisely 
the channels through which the results 
Obtained will be. made public, but it is 
hoped to publish soon a periodical devoted 
t» climatology and its relations to health 
and disease. The publication will probably 
resemble in size and general appearance 
the present monthly weather review, the 
subject matter being, of course, different.
